Large Party from 
Saskatchewan Go 
To Rose Prairie 


Bidding Saskatchewan farewell and 
shaking the dust and sand of that 
province from their feet, a party of 
24 journeyed on to the Peace River 
country, camping on Thursday last 
four miles north of Grande Prairie 
Their destinetion is Fort St. John, 
where they filed on land a year ago, 

In the party are Mr, and Mrs, Bab- 
cock and eight children, ranging from 
4 to 23 years of age, from Glemworth, 
Sask.; Mr, and Mrs, Arthur Lusk and 
six children, ranging from 15 down; 
Melvin Nelson and Richard Gilmore, 
from Rock Glen, Sask.; Mr. and Mrs. 
Otto Krause of Hairy Hill, Alberta, 
and two children. 

The caravan includes three cabooses, 
cow wagons, 
wagons containing machines, house- 
hold goods, hens, etc, The whole scene 
at the camp recalled the days in the 
west before the railway, when the 
wagon and the horse were the only 
means of transportation. 

Browned by the sun during their 
1,200-mile trip, which commenced on 
May &, the party was a jolly one, The 
kiddies played around as though they 
had already arrived at their new 
home. The chickens dusted them- 
selves with the same assurance that 
no harm would befall them as if they 
were in their own yard on the farm. 
The cows and horses were grazing, 
while two collie dogs stood guard over 
the caravan. 

The hens furnished sufficient eggs, 
while the cows supplied plenty of milk 
along the long trail. 

Asked if they had experienced much 
trouble with chickens and cows, one 
of the party replied that the hens 
went to their own wagon every eve- 
ning just as they would go to their 
own pen at home, All that was neces- 
sary was to round up the three cows 
and each went to its respective wagon 
when loading. time arrived. 

The party had made careful pre- 
paration for the trip, with the result 
that the journey here had been made 
without serious mishap. A _ black- 
smith outfit was brought along, which 
enabled the party to shoe their horses, 
made necessary when the gravel road 
was reached, and set their own tires. | 

There were 31 horses, all looking | 
fit, notwithstanding that they had had 
no oats for the last one thousand 
miles, For the first three hundred 
miles the stock was fed baled hay, 
which the party brought with them, 
From then on they lived on the 
country, 

Here is a bit of news which will be 
welcomed in the north country, One 
of the horses is a real bucker, Its 
name is “Rosie.” At Lloydminster a 
roughrider by the name of “Pott- 
River Red” and who, by the way later 
rode in the finals at the Calgary stim- 
pede, attempted to ride the mare and 
was piled no less than five times, 
Rosie is a gentle horse, but objects

The party, who came in by way of 
Sturgeon Lake and left via Sexsmith,

Alex Wiiliamson, Son of Oldtimers of 
Sturgeon Lake, Is Mourned by Wide 
Cire'e of Friends——Leaves Wife and 
Two Small Children 


Alex Williamson, aged 27, eldest 
son of Mr, and Mrs, Alex Williamson 
of Sturgeon Lake, died on Saturday 
last, July 23, as a result of injuries 
sustained in the Williamson sawmill 


at Valleyview, 

The unfortunate young man was 
soaping the drive belt and his arm 
became caught in the belt, He waa 
carried around the shafting and 
thrown against the mandrel. His left 
arm and shoulder were broken and 
his skull fractured. 

He was removed to the home of 
his brother Dave, which is nearby, 
and the district nurse, Miss Wather- 
ston, who also lives near the scene of 
the accident, was immediately in at- 


tendance and did everything possible. 
Constable Cook also rendered valuable 
assistance, 

in the meantime, Dave was rushing 
along the trail to DeBolt, where he 
telephoned Dr. Little and J. B. Oliver 
for the ambulance to take his brother 
to the Municipal Hospital at Grande 
Prairie, 

Dr. Little and Mr. Oliver left imme- 
diately, but though the trip was made 
in record time, the young man passed 
away without regaining consciousness 
before they arrived. 

His wife, who was at Sturgeon Lake, 
and parents notified and were 
with him before he died, 

The death is an extremely sad one, 
as two little children are left father- 
less.

Alex Williamson, who was a strap- 
ping young man of six feet, was 
widely known throughout the Grande 
Prairie district and east of the Smoky. 


His pleasant disposition won him 
friends wherever he went, An _ old 
friend of the family, who saw iim 
grow to manhood, summed up the 
character of the man when he said: 
“I never knew Alex to do a mean 
thing or make a wrong turn.” 

Alex Williamson was born at Aber- 
deen, Scotland, and came to Canada 
with his family when but a lad. He 
received part of his schooling at 
Junkins, Alta., finishing his education 
at the mission school at Sturgeon 
Lake. Seven years ago he married 
Miss Iva Nowry of DeBolt, by whom 
he had two children: Donald, age 5, 
and Elsie, aged 3, 

The funeral, which was held on 
short notice on Sunday afternoon, 
from the home of Dave Williamson, 
was the largest ever held east of the 
Smoky, there being upwards of two 
hundred and fifty present, many of 
the campers from a distance who had 
known the deceased and his family 
attending. Rev. Mr. Lindquist of 


Valleyview, who officiated, preached a 


most impressive sermon, 


Interment took place at Valleyview, 
it being the firet burial in the new 
cemetery,

My flower garden is a picture just 
now, though not very large. I hope 
to enlarge it a little every year. I 
started some lilac and honeysuckle 
from seed last year and they are 
growing nicely, also some Manitoba 
native plums. I planted Ruby rhubarb 
seed, but bugs took them all.—(Mrs.) 
W. B., Whitelaw, Alta. 

Ans.: Rabbits are fond of spruce 
and the only way we have been able 
to bring ours through the rabbit years 
is to protect them with poultry netting 
or sometimes with sacks drawn over 
the top of small ones, 


Rhubarb is a heavy feeder and a 
little hen manure would be good fer 
it, but the application could eaiiy be 
overdone, Then, again, it may be that 
the soil conditions are not the best. 
The white, wooded-soil type is not 
very good for rhubarb, especially in a 
dry year. Deep trenching and filling 


with a mixture of rotten manure, good 
loam and perhaps some old bones or 
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animal carcasses is evppened to be 
helpful. An annual application of 
rotted manure in the autumn is also 
good, but if the application of hen 
manure has been overdone it would 
be well to be careful about working 
more manure into the ground for a 
year or two,

Professor Georges Le Dannois 
| the French Sea Fisheries Bureau says 
“There is no such thing as the Gulf 


Stream.” This, says the New York 
Sun, is his ultimatum. He hopes 
“that this categorical statement will | 


put an end” to the conjectures inspired 
by reports concerning the inconstancy 
of the river in the North Atlantic. 

The suppression of the Gulf Stream 
by the eminent French oceanographer 
is a hard blow to romance. Nothing 
like it has been reported since grim 
science abolished the Sargasso Sea of 
adventure tales and condemned to 
death al! those interesting colonies of 
hopelessly pent voyagers that were 
held captive in its entangling weed. 
The Sargasso Sea had a flora and a 
fauna of its own, each as rich as the 
discoverer's imagination; its human 
population was as diversified as the 
circumstances set by the story-teller 
required, 

The Sun reminds us that the Gulf 
Stream plays a different but not less 
interesting part in story. It is respon- 
sible for the cold, wet seasons that 
afflict the eastern coast of the United 
States and the northwestern coast of 
Europe When strange fish appear, 
the Gulf Stream brings them; when 
familiar fish disappear, the Gulf 
Stream takes them away.

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SPEED OF AEROPLANE 
Man Can Now Travel By ‘Plane 
Faster Than a Bullet 


Man is able to travel today with the 
speed of a bullet. When Flight Lieu- 
tenant Stainforth of the Britisa navy, 
winner of the 1931 Schneider trophy 


| race, made a speed for the first lap of 


416.2 miles an hour, he actually went 
faster than the maximum speed of a 
bullet from a British service revolver. 

This bullet has a muzzle velocity of 
600 feet a second, or 409.09 miles an 
hour. Therefore, if a revolver were 
fired just as the flyer passed, in theory 
the bullet might be expected to travel 
along beside the ship, and the flyer 
might feel safe in reaching out and 
touching it, or even putting it in his 
pocket while it was still proceeding 
at full speed. 

The flyer’s speed might also be said 
to have been faster than the average 
speed of a Springfield rifle bullet, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. Such 
a missile leaves the muzzle at 2,653 
feet a second, equal to 1,808.9 miles 
an hour, and its average speed over its 
effective range of 1,000 yards is 1,270 
miles an hour. However, after the 
bullet has covered its effective range, 
it floats on and on, until, slowed down 
by air rostance, it drops to the ground 
spent. At the end of its flight, it has 
very little speed, and if the average 
is taken, it is found to be less than 
for the "plane at top speed. The bullet 
would win, however, i: the ‘plane's 
speed were averaged in the same way.

DOWN 53,000,000 BUSHELS 


OTTAWA.—Exports of Canadian 


wheat during the 11-month period 
ended June 30, totaled 168,183,158 
bushels, valued at $98,335,625. Of 
these total shipments, 89,705,363 


bushels went to the United Kingdom, 
4.473,293 went to the United States, 
and 69,004,502 to other countries, 
These figures, compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in-

WORLD'S BIGGEST NEST 


In spite of all the thousands of 
birds nesting in our land, there is not 
one which can claim to build the 
world’s largest nest. 

The swan builds the biggest nest of 
any bird in Britain. A bed of rushes 
and reeds, on a pond or close to the 
banks of a stream, it varies from 3 to 
4 feet in diameter. 

This is a mere midget compared to 
some we might find abroad, 

There is the brush turkey of Aus- 
tralia, which thinks nothing of erect- 
ing a mound eight feet high and 
twelve across. 

The cock bird is the architect and 
bricklayer of this edifice, making it of 
leaves and twigs. 

When he has finished his colossal 
task, the hen simply steps inside and 
lays her eggs, which are afterwards 
hatched by the heat of rotten leaves on 
the floor. 

Even more gigantic is the nest con- 
structed by the scrub fowl of New 
Guinea. These birds actually build 
nests which a traveler has described 
as “bic as houses.” 

This huge size, however, is not at- 
tained in a single season, The scrub 
fowl and his wife go on adding ma- 
terial to their mound year after year 
until it becomes about 15 feet “in 
height and 150 feet round the base. 

You might think that with such a 
palatial mansion, the old birds would 
pass it on to their youngsters. 

But the young birds prefer to build 
their own homes. 

The birds, however, do not have it 
all their own way when it comes to 
erecting monster nests. They have 
close rivals in ants. 

It is doubtful if any bird builds a 
home as high as that of the far-famed 
termite, or white ant, whose dweiling 
sometimes exceeds 20 feet in height. 

Ants’ Skyscrapers 

This skyscraper is a miracle of 
nature. It is as hard as concrete and 
consists of thousands of chambers, 
which terminate in a large cell, where 
the queen termite—the mother of the 
tribe—dwells. 

But for bungalow accommodation 
the Parasol ant of tropical America 
holds the record, its great dome-like 
nest being roughly only 2 feet in 
height and 100 feet in circumference. 

So human beings were not the first 
to invent either skyscrapers or bunga- 
lows.
